United States Negro Star An­ 
nexed Third Olympic Title; 
Carpenter Wins Discus. 


Berlin, August 5 (AP)—Jesse Ow­ 
ens streaked over tile 200-meter 
course in 20.7 seconds, creating a 
new world record for the distance 
around one turn, in annexing his 
third title of the eleventh Olympiad 
today as husky Ken Carpenter, of 
Compton, California, won the discus 
throw cham pionship with a m ark 
of 165 feet 7 29-64 Inches, a new 
Olympic record. 
Owens time bettered his own pre­ 
vious record of 21 seconds fiat made 
last m onth in the final American 
Olympic try-outs at Randalls Is­ 
land, New York, and shaved four- 
tenths of a second off tile new 
Olympic record of 21.1 he set in 
Tuesday’s trials, 
Today’s victory, coupled with his 
earlier trium phs in the broad Jump 
and 100-meter sprints, made him 
the 
first 
Olympic 
“triple cham ­ 
pion” 
since 
Puavo 
Nurmi, 
the 
"phantom Finn,” won three gold 
medals at Paris in 1924. 
The 200-meter final produced a 
1-2 finish by American negroes, just 
as did the 100-meter final Then, it 
was big Ralph Metcalfe, of Chicago, 
who trailed Owens across the finish 
line. Today it was Matthew (Mack) 
Robinson, of Pasadena, California, 
who equalled Owens’ former Olymp­ 
ic mark of 21.1 second*.

Governor Horner, of Illinois, Get* 
Note Demanding Action on

Springfield. IU., Aug. 5 (AP)—Ant 
anonymous threat to bomb the Illi­ 
nois capitol brought one hundred 
state policemen to the doors of the 
state house Tuesday to stop a band 
of “hunger marchers” on the door­ 
step of the legislature.

; relief at opening of a special session

The state house doors were barred
